Maneka is the renegade 
daughter-in-law and sister-in- 
law, res^^ivcly, of former 
Prime Ministers Indira and Rajiv 
Gandhi.

even in protected reserves. 

"Thm is DO ooDWtent pattern,” 
says Univeruty of Miami biolo^ 
Marc Hayes. **There doesn't seem to 
be any obvious ^bai cause — 
except that almost all seem to be 
man-made." 

Hayes, who heads a new US Com- 
mittee on Declining Amphibians, 
says humans should worry not only 
brause oftbelossofaiun^spedes. 


but because amphibians* hi^ly sen- 
sitive biology make them the *‘canaiy 
in the coal mine" — an environmen- 
tal early warning system. 

Amphibians, including frogs, 
toads and salamanders, were the first 
land vertebrates. They appeared 400 
million years ago. long before din- 
osaurs. and about 200 million years 
ago evolved into species similar to 
present-day varieties. 

That longevity appears impenled. 
Studies presented at an international 
coarerence in February documented 
a sha^ drop world-wide in 
amphibian populations. 

Leopard frogs are no longer sigh- 
ted in Canada. The common 
European toad has disappeared from 
regions in Norway. Three spedes of 


miniature frogs vanished from 
Puerto Rico. Pomander popula- 
tions are shrinking in the western 
United States, and Japan r^rts 


several frog spedes are in decline. 
A recenUv discovered Austral 


A recenUy discovered Australian 
frog that fascinated bilogisu because 
it hatched its young in its stomach 
apparently bec^e extinct in only 
one season. The Monte Verde nature 
reserve in Costa Rica reports all of its 
amphibian populations have 
dedined, and the golden toad that 
once carpeted its forests may be 
exdnct 

Some causes of the phenomenon 
are known, and vary from country to 
county. But cases such as the loss of 
fi^gs In Australia or US preserves 
leave biologista pusled. 


“In some of the areas that are the 
most protected, frogs are dlsa^ppear- 
mg. and we have no explanation for 
it." Ha^ says. “Tliere are a whole

David Wake, a zoologist at the 
University of California at Berl^ey 
who chaired the February con- 
ference, says add rain could be one of 
the culprits killing of salamanders to 
the Rocky mountains of the western 
Uiutcd States.

the pro-democracy opposition 
party which won last month's 
elections. 

“The federal system which has 
been demanded and fought for 
by the indigenous nationalities 
does notmeansecessioDism," the 
aUianceofll rebel groups smdin 
a statement issued after the meet- 
ing. 

The alliance promised that 
once a democratiemuon treating 
all ethnic groups foirly was set 
up, the long war would end 
and the groups would ‘'never 
destroy su^ a federal union nor 
secede from such a union." 

Previously ethnic groups in the 
alliance accused the cenual 
government of discriminating 
aiainst ttam and demmuled the 
n^t to secede from any federal 
system. 

The demand sparked a 
^radic civil war that b^an in. 
1948 and still continues in Bur- 
ma's border areas despite strong 
countermeasures by the Burmese 
mSitary. 

The alliance statement said 
such a union ^uld provide 
states for each major ethnic 
group, power-sharing between 
the central goveromrat and 
states, a multi-party system, and 
guaranteed human rights.

US households switch off 


LOS ANGELES, June 17, (AP): 1$ the US 
“couch potato" dead? Television riewers 
across the country appear to be tuning out and 
turning ofFin record numbers, upsetting broad- 
casters and advertisers alike. 

The latestsurvey by the respected AC. Niel- 
sen Co. indicates ^t 2 million US households 
have simply switched off thrir television sets — 
a trend that could speU miUions of dollars in lost 
broadcast revenues. 

Nielsen offers no explaration for this drastic 
gnwt unprecedented decline, but US TV net- 
works. ABC. CBS and NBC say they just don’t 
believe imllions of peo{de have abruptly stop- 
ped watching. 

Others blame a switrii to cable television and 
even home videos. 

“The use of the set has been a very, very 
predictable b^viour," said Alan WurtzeL 
ABCs research chief. “All of a sudden, the rug 
has been putted out and the behaviour has been 
changed and no one can explain why. 

“Nielsen has lost people they can’t account 
for,” he added. “Aocoramg to them, they have

undersuu^ and defeat the virus.

I AWEIL, Sudan, June 17. (AP): 

1 Relief workers call the two mud- 
and-grass huts a feeding centre, 
but for 150 Sudanese war 
orphans, tbe food supply is 
increasingly tenuous. 

The children, whose parents 
and relatives were among hun- 
dreds of thousands of civ ilian 
victims of civil war and famine, 
live with other refugee women, 
children and old men at AweiU in 
the embattled Bahr El Chazal 
region of southern Sudan. 

Each orphan has a tag atta- 
ched to an arm of leg showing 
when he or she mtered the oentre 
and detailing his or her medical 
care. Each has been given a 
name, a nurse said, b^use 
"everybody ha« to luive a nam^ 
you know." 

All the children are members 
of the dominant southern Dinka 
tribe. They have nothing outsit 
the feeding centre's two cru^ 

I huis, and insde ihey sleep on tiie 
earth floor. 

They are still getting food - 
cooki^ h^-protein gruel and 
milk provided by the Roman 
Catholic charity Sudanaid — 
and most are in iriaiively good 
health. 

Coosidering tiie linuled expeo- 
tations of Awiel's children, that 
makes the orphans of the fe^ng 
centre luckier ihan many of their 
famished p^ymates. at least for 
now. 

The Rev. Akili Malweth, the 
local Catholic ffishop, said the 
centre's food was being extousn 
ted rajHdly, and "after that, we 
will be at tbe mercy of the train."

Most year^ the summer vaca- 
tion started in the first few days 
of June and teachers resumed 
work in the b^nningof Septem- 
binr. This-year, tbou^ the vaca- 
tion started over two weeks late, 
teachers are required to resume 


<hity on September 1, thus cut- 
m me summer vacations 


ting down 
Grom the customary 3 months to 
just alxmt 2 montia. 


Teachers said that the exten- 
sion of scholastic year has 
result^ in many adverse effects 
on both teachers and students. 
Psychological pressure and 
woxki^ under mfficult condi- 
tions in hot weather made tea- 
dieis feel deprived of some of 
thdr Intimate rights. The tea- 
chers expresstd regret that the 
ministry hasbeen Iroku^at the 

Job exactly like any 

other job. 

“We have been looked at by 
ministry officials as simple 
employees’* teachers said in 
anger. The extension of the 
scholastic year was linked to the 
aizconditiooing of the schools. 
The airconditioning project was 
completed in primary schools 
last y»r and is going to be com- 
plete in intenneiate and secon- 
ds^ s^ool this year. Teachers 
said that airconditioning of 
schools is not a reason to extend 
the academic year because only 
classrooms are airconditioned 
ae the temperatures during the 
month of June begin soaring. 
Tltis will be also against the 
interests of students as well, the 
teachers stressed. 

. Advantage 

Principals of schools com- 
plained that extension of the 
academic year greatly affects the 
examination programmes with 


the view that many Kuwaiti tea- 
chers go for their annual milita^' 
recruitment. The teachers stid 
that although the academic year 
has been extended the syllabus 
remained the same. So, the 
teachers said, the cause.of exten- 
ding the year was not to complete 
an “uncompleted*' syllabus or to 
increase illustrations for 
students. They added that the 
Ministry of Education has bm 
during the summer vacation 
gradually year after year-,and 
now it has become only 2 mon- 
ths. Pi^ously the summer vaca- 
tions were for 3 months. The tea- 
chers emphasised that the work 
nature of teachers differs greatly 
from the rest of the government 
* employees and their only ben- 
^its vrere the three months sum- 
mer holidays they were getting. 
Now even this benefit has been 
tflltgn away. The teachers warned 
that if tte ministry policy contin- 
ues this way, many teachers, par- 
ticularly Kuwaitis, will opt out of 
tiusproresrion.

AN AMIRI decree has been 
issued defining remunerations 
for the members of the elected 
National Council consisting of 
five articles. 

Under Article 1. the chairman 
of the coundl. his deputy and 
members receive a monthly 
salary payable at the outset of 
each month. 

Under this article the chair- 
man ^ts a salary similar to that 
paid to the minister, includingall 
related allowances, white the 
depi^ chairman of the council 
receives KD1600 monthly, and 
lastly members receive KDIOOO 
monthly each. 

The article s^ulates that no 
combination will be posrible of 
the chairman's or hte deputy's 
salary and that payable for mem- 
bership, as mentioned 
previously. Nor comUnation of 
the chairman's or his deputy's 
salary with their deserved pen- 
sion ttall be possible. 

A^de U stipulates that each 
council membm will have the 
righuo claim his salary from the 
date on which the council holds 
its Gist sesrion for the fixsi time 


after election or appointmenl, 
and this right shall be nullified on 
the date when the council's elec- 
tion isdeclaied void, or the mem- 
bership cancelled, or resignation 
accepted, or death of the coundl 
member. 

Under this anicte. each of the 
. coundl chairman or his deputy 
will have the right to claim their 
remuneration trofo the date ou 
wUch tte coundl was elected 
and expires on the same date 
mentioned in the previous clause 
reganling the member's remun- 
erati.on. 

Article 111: The necessary fin- 
ancial allocations for the total 
amount of the remunerations 
staled in this decree will be 
included on annual baris into the 
coundl's budgeL 

Article IV: No combination 
shall be possible between tbe 
coundl member and any other 
remuneration or salary deducted 
from the public treasury. 

Article V: All ministers will 
implement this law, each in his 
own capadiy, and it wiU take 
effect from the date on which the 
c <>>ttv;i t holds its first session and 


il will appear in the offidu! 
gazette. 

Another decree has been 
issued allocating a budget for the 
National Coundl for the period 
from April 22 upto June 30. 

Article 1: The expenfotures in 
the budget allocated from tbe 
National Coundl will be 
estimated for the period from 22 
April up to June 30 at 
KDS00.000. which will be deduc- 
ted from the ministries* budget, 
section 8 part 2 (Miscellaneous 
Expenditures and Transferable 
Payments) for the current fiscal 
year.

ALGIERS, June 1 7, Qkeuter): The tiiimqih of 
Muslim fundamentalists in local dections last 
Tuesday threatens to delay the fordgn credits 
and investment Algeria needs for econemne 
recoveiy. Western bankers and burineramen 
said.

ANTIGUA, Guatemala, June 
17, (UPl): Central Americaa 
economic and foreign ministers 
agreed yesterday that the answer 
to the r^on's devastating econ- 
onuc cries Ues in implementing 
export<oriented and fi^e-market 
economic polides.

The ministers urgM their 
preadentSj who openm a two- 
day summit Satur^y morning in 
Antigua about 30 miles (48 km) 
from Guatemala Dty, to con- 
tinue expanding current import 
substitution programmes, while 
recommeading gradual trade 
liberalizatioa. 

The document suggested 
creating a fund made up of 
money contributed by* Central 
American countries, foreign 
governments and private donors 
that would *‘cescue the debt at 
market vahie." 

Guatemalan. For^n l^nister 
Ariel Rivera Irias sai^ **fi^ we 
Imve to straighten out the Cen- 
tral American common market 
and then be have to go look for 
funding.” 

The ministers stressed the 
importance of adopting polides 
that would lead the repon 
towards greater self-sufficiency. 

They also called for concrete 
measures to stabilize farm 
prodimipricesby^co-ordinati^ 
policies that permit the elective 
incorporation of the agriculti^ 
sector into economic and social 
development, initiating 
programmes that guarantee a 
steady sumly ofbaac products." 

A specif measure r^arding 
imports proposed estabhi^g a- 
common tariff system untbin ttm 
structure of the ' general 
agreement on tariffs ana trade, 
or GATT. 

The document also called on 
the preridents to find ways to 
dilute any immediate nc^ttve 
effect the proposed programme 
might have on the region's poor 
and urged more input from the 
private sector in co-ordinating 
the new plan and any fUture 
economic policies.

In tbe past year, several large f^iar- 
maoentical fiims bare derignd a new 
breed of drugs that appear to have tbe 
power to attadc the Aids virus on a 
different front The designer compounds 
Nods protease, a rtizyme the Ai« virus 
needs to reproduce. 

Another drug dass to watdi is the so- 
called tibo dcTTvatires, compounds that 
dosdy resemble tranqinliring drugs that 
a Be^jan team recently found to be 
extremely potent blockers of Aids rinis 


reproduction in the test-tube. 

As of February, neither protease 
blockers not tibo compounds had been 
tried in humans. 

At the Aids conference, many people 
rrill be watdnng for xe^ts 01 early 
human tests of a genetically engineered 
theraiy caUed CD4-lGG, wh^’ com- 
Nnes antibodies with a qmtbetic version 
of tbe diemical door that the Aids virus 
uses to invade cdls. 

It is hoped the hybrid vrifi spur an 
immune reaction MO last longer than 
jdain sohi^ CM, whidi, altiioa^ able 
to sop up the Aids vims in tbe test tube, 
has shown a disappointing^ short fife- 
span m tire human bloodstzrani, Imtitrag 
its practical use. 

The upcoming year should also mark 
tiie start of human tests of anotiier 
important twist on CD4 therapy — CD4- 
PE, which combines tbe CD4 molecular 


decoy with a bacterial toxin called 
pseudomonas exoUntin. In tte test-tube, 
tbe hybrid deliveis a mighty one-two 
pmmh, moppmg up infected ceOs and 
IdUingthem with tte toxin. 

“In theory, this could dear the body of 
any HIY-infected cdl if it could readi iL” 
Dr Margaret Johnston, bead of Aids 
Drag Developmeut at the National Ins- 
titute of Allei^ and Infectious Itiseases. 
However, she notes it is unlikely CD4-PE 
would be able to cross from tbe Nood- 
sbeam into tbe brain. 

Both Johnston and Yaidioan said 
they know of no drug, even among com- 
poundsintheeariieststagesofdeidop- 
memt, that appears to have tbe power to 
oonqiletely cure an Aids inJTected person, 
if a cure is d^ned diimnating every last 
trace of HIV fr^ tiie body.

If such a “cure” is achieved by gi>ing a 
patient a variety of drugs over a long 
period of time, Yarchoan said resear- 
diers must be alen to drug reristance and 
toric reactious, a problm also faced by 
many cancer patients undergoing 
cbemotberapy. Further studies of 
patients who show tigns of developing 
Azt resistance are likely to draw muCb 
attention at the i^ds comerence, be said. 

ThemanwhohassmoedthetnieT^tf 
not exactly the admiration, of Aids vac- 
dne Tesearcbeis is Salk, who is uang 
mnch tbe same approach he used to 
devdop his landmark polio vacdnelnthe 
1 9S0s in an attempt to vanquish the Aids 
rinis. 

Salk stole the show at last year's Aids 
conference in Montreal by anooundng 
that hfe vadne^ which employs Aids virus 
that has been killed, had prevented Aids 
infection in chimpanzees, and showed 
hints of slowing disease progression in 
humans already infected vraA the Aids 
rirus. 

Since then, the flamboyant researcher 
has not presented further results of the 
human tests, although he recently 
received government permission for 
nation-wide testing of the post-expmure 
vaccine in HlV>infected people. His 
reseaidk also stirr^ up controversy 
when Los Angeles Archbishop Roger 
Mahony sent sent a tetter to 2,900 hral- 
thy priests and nuns asking them to con- 
sider volunteering for the Salk. Aids vac- 
due because they were extremely uniik- 
dy to be infected with the Aids virus prior 
to vacdoation. 

However, the vaedne could poten- 
tially bafttffire and actually cause tbe 
deadly ntn«s if the virus used is not 
completdy kOle^ a danger that most 
researchers think would nuke it too dan- 
gerous for widescate use in healthy peo- 
ple 

Theoretically, one of the most effective 
ways to prevent tbe spread of Aids would 
be throu^ vaccination. But because the 
Aids virus is so comptex and mutates 
rajMdty, experts at last year's meeting 
pmlicted aity vaedne is at least five years 
away. 

Attracting less publidty that Salk's 
work, but probably of greater value in 
developing a way of protection the 
average pen^ from Ai^ is a growring 
body or evidence that Aows healthy 
monkeys and chimpanzees can hie 
immunned a^inst Aids^ike infections, 
even when c^y a small, noiMnfectire 
piece or “subunit” of the virus is used. 

' . Also eocotiragng is a recent human 
' stud^ at Johns Hopkins School of 
Medicine tiut showed a subunit vaedne 
tan IdD Aids-infected cdls like a vaccine 
made frt»n whole live virus. In the past, 
researchers thought only yaccines made 
of vriiole, fire virus, which are citicy 
because they may cause the disease they 
are intended to prevent, could trigger 
sudildUm^ 

In addition to Itilfing HTV-mfected 
cdls, the ideal Aids vaedne should trig- 
gex the immune tystem to produce 
antibodies that can loll free-floating 
virus in tbe blood stream. Prdinunaiy 
results show some subunit vaccines spur 
such a reqiODse. 

Dr Dani Bolognesi, an Aids vaedne 
ertiert at Duke- Uiuveraty Sdiool of 
Medidne in Durham, No^ Carolina, 
said ^ recent animfll findings, coupled 
with the emiy results in humans, indteate 
an ^ective Aids vaedne will fil^y cons- 
ist of a “cocktail” of various HIV subun- 
its. 

“There is mndi more enthusiasm for 
this (Ai^ vaedne research) than there 
has been, more interest and more invest- 
menL Witii afittiehick, maybewe willbe 
able to shorten the time it takes to 
devdop a good Aids vaedne. Money te 
never enou^ by itsdf, we always nm 
lode too,” Bologneti ss^
